The Cuban Passes Away 
at Washington. 


Cave Him Poeumonia, 


His Last Thoughts Were of His 
Beloved Country. 


One of the Most Distinguished Sons 
the Unhappy Island—The Orig- 
inal Conspirator Against Spain 

in Sixty-eight—Later Efforts. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. ] 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Gen. Calixto Garcia, the 


Cuban hero, died here about 10 o’clock 
today. 


ALL FOR CUBA, 


The General’s Last Thoughts Were 
For His Country. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT, ] 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—Gen. Ca- 
lixto Garcia, the distinguished Cuban 
warrior and leader, and the head of 
the commissien elected by the Cuban 
Assembly to visit this country, died 
here this morning, shortly after 10 
o’clock, at the Hotel Raleigh, where 
the commission has its headquarters. 
The sudden change from the warm cli- 
mate of Cuba, with the hardships he 
had there endured, to the wintry 
weather of New York and Wasnineton, 
is responsible for the yneumcnia which 
resulted in his demise. He contracted 
a slight cold in New York, whicn sid 
not assume an alarming stag: until 
the early part of last week. 

Tuesday night Gen. Garcia, in ceni- 
pany with the other members of the 
commission, attended a dinn®r given 
in his honor by Gen. Miles, and it was 
a result of exposure there that cul- 
minated in his death. During the twelve 
hours or more preceding Ccissolution, 
Woes uneonscious most of 
the time. At intervals he recognized 
one or more of those about him. In his 
dying’ moments, as all through his

busy and active life, his thoughts were 


had a remarkably lifelike appesrance, 
and gave no indication of the suffering 
which the deceased had borne. j 

Just above the head rested a mag- 
nificent floral piece of red and white 
roses, and cross palms tied with a pure 
white ribbon. By direction of Maj.- 
Gen. Miles, a detachment of soldiers 
from Battery E, Sixth Artillery, at the 
barracks here under command of Lieut. 
Cox. was detailed as a bodyguard for 
the remains. 

After Gen. Garcia’s death, steps were 
taken to notify the government, and 
also the committee of the Cuban As- 


sembly, which has its headquarters at * 


Marianao, Cuba. Secretary José Villaon 
of the commission eent a telegram of 
notification to Mendez Capote, the 
president of the Cuban Assembly, who 
is now in Havana. As soon as the 
death became known, a number of vis- 
itors, including many public men, came 
to the hotel to express their condolence. 

President McKinley manifested his 
sympathy by sending a_ suitably- 
worded letter, and Vice-President 
Hobart sent his card. Among those 
who called were Senators Foraker, 
Money, Proctor and Chandler, and 
Majs.-Gen. Lawton and Wheeler. 

Gen. Garcia left a large family, only 
one of whom, Justo, a captain 
on his staff, was with him he 
died. His widow and Mercedes, a 
daughter, 17 years old, are at Thomas- 
ville, Ga., where the girl is quite ill; 
Mario, a son, 19 years of age, is with 
the mother at Thomasville; and Col. 
Carlos Garcia, another son, is in Cuba. 
A daughter, Leonara, who married an 
American, is now living in Paris. Gen. 
Garcia’s mother is still alive, and re- 
sides in Havana. 

Gen. Garcia, whose name will be ever 
linked with those of other patriots who 
have fought against: unequal odds for 
the freedom of his country, has had a 
most active and varied life, much of 
which has been spent in fighting for 
the cause of Cuban liberty, which he 
has the satisfaction of seeing accom- 
plished so short a time before his 
death. He was a man of culture and 
refinement, of splendid education, and 
came from a distinguished family of 
Jaiquani, of Santiago de Cuba province, 
He was born in Colguin, October 14, 
1839, and was therefore in the sixtieth 
vear of his age. He was educated in 
Havana and in Spain. In 1864 he was 
married to Isabel Velaz. 

Gen. Garcia was the original con- 
spvirator in the uprising of the Cubans 
against Spain in 1868, and in that war, 
under Gomez, he attained the rank of 
a brigadier-general. In October of 1868 
he captured the Jaiquani and 
Baire, and recruited many hundreds of 
patriots. He had command of the 
eastern departments during that revo- 
lution of 1873, and won many notable

DONS DECLINE 


Peace Offerings Made by 
the Americans, 


Spanish Commissioners Fear to 
Eat at Same Table. 


Madrid Puts Forth Protests 
Against the Treaty. 


Newspapers Generally Express Re- 
lief at the Signing—Publication 
of the Terms Produces Less Un- 
favorable Impression—Cabinet, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
PARIS, Dec. 11—[{By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The United States Peace Com- 
missioners rested today after the long 
strain of daily conferences and almost 
daily sessions with the Spaniards, the 
intensity of which they hardly realized 
until it was over. Warm personal 
friendships and mutual regard have 
arisen between the two commissions as 
the result of their extended contro- 
versy at close quarters. 

Today, several members of both com- 
missions exchanged calls. The Amer- 
ican commissioners unofficially in- 
formed the Spaniards they would be 
glad to have the two commissions dine 
together. The reply which, like the 
invitation, was conveyed diplomat- 
ically through a third party, was that 
the Spaniards would be most pleased, 
but feared it would be inadvisable be- 
cause it might be misconstrued at Ma- 
drid, where already much feeling ex- 
isted against the Spanish commis- 
sioners. 

Several members of the United States 
commission were inclined at first to 
publish the text of the treaty, but Sen- 
ator Frye made a strong plea yester. 
day for the observance of courtesy to- 
ward the United States Senate, and his 
‘arguments prevailed. 

Further details, however, have been 
learned as to the wording of the treaty, 
which provides that Cuba is to be re- 
linquished, and that Porto Rico and 
the Philippines are to be ceded. The 
Americans are to pay for the repatria- 
tion of the Spanish troops from all the 
colonies. The Spaniards are to return 
all prisoners held by them. They are 
to retain possession of all military 
stores and munitions of war in the 
Philippines and of such ships as have 
not been captured. The commercial 
treaties between the two nations, which 
the war ruptured are to be renewed at 
the convenience of the two nations. 
The United States commissioners 
have been almost overwhelmed with 
offers of dinners in England, prompted 
by the desire of prominent Englishmen 
to emphasize the Anglo-American en- 
tente, but they will remain in Paris 
until the day before sailing for the 
United States. They will make formal 
calls upon President Faure and high 
officials here to thank them for official 
hospitalities. Unofficial hospitality to 
the United States commissioners has 
been ostentatiously lacking in Paris. 
THE PROTESTS, 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
MADRID, Dec. 11.—The government 
entirely approves the memorandum of 
protest against the action of the 
United States commissioners, filed by 
Sefior Montero Rios at Paris. El Lib- 
eral Says: “The Paris negotiations 
offer a far sadder spectacle than the 
ships which are bringing back our re- 


patriated soldiers, deplorable as the | 
condition of the latter is.” 

The memorandum protests against | 
the refusal of the Americans to sur- | 
render the securities deposited in the | 
treasuries of Cuba and Porto Rico by 
private Spaniards, remarking that 
“never has a civilized nation committed 
such an act of violence.” 

Secondly, it protests against the ulti- 
matum demanding the Philippines. 

Thirdly, it protests against the posti- 
tion in which those Spaniards are 
placed wha desire to remain in Cuba. 

Fourthly, it protests against the 
reference to the destruction of the 
Maine in President McKinley's mes- 
sage to the United States Congress. On 
this point the memorandum says: 
“Spain has proposed arbitration, but 
the United States refuses to give her 
the right which is granted to a criminal, 
mamely, the right of defending herself. 
The Spanish commissioners leave the 
care of fixing the responsibility for the 
explosion to the entire world, which 
will say whether these are responsible 
who desire the truth, or those refusing 
ta seek it.” 

The newspapers generally express re- 
lief at the signing of the treaty. The 
independent organs, most of the provin- 
cial papers and the Carlist and Repub- 
lican journals attack both political 
parties, Conservative and Liberal, re- 
proaching them equally with having 
brought the country to the present 
pass. El Imparcial aliome publishes the 
contents of the treaty, which produces 
a less unfavorable impression than had 
been expected owing to the commercial 
and other concessions to Spatn. 

CONFRONTING THE CORTES. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

MADRID, Dec. 11.—The Cabinet, it 
is said, will meet the Cortes intact. 
Sefior Sagasta will ask an indemnity 
bill for the cession of the Philippines. 
The Cabinet wilh then declare that, as 
it finds itself at a @risis, it cannot ad- 
mit any debate and will, therefore, de- 
mand the immediate adoption of the 
bill, after which Sefior Sagasta will 
submit the question of confidence to the 
Queen Regent. 

El Heraldo says the government be- 
lieves that, in the present circum- 
stances, the holders of the Philippine 
debt will accept the arrangement ar- 
rived at, and considers that the Cuban 
bondholders should demand of the fu- 
ture government of Cuba a fulfillment 
of the contract by claiming a mort-

PEACE SATISFACTION, 


Times Thinks the United States Can 
Handle Philippine Problems, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

LONDON, Dec. 12.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The editorials in the London morn- 
ing papers express satisfaction at the 
signing of the peace treaty, the nego- 


_tietions for which, the Daily News re- 


marks, have occupied rather a longer 
time than the war. 

The Times, pretty accurately repre- 
senting the views of the other papers, 
says: “Spain has lost her colonies, be- 
cause her colonial system’ was founded 
upon spoliation and tyranny. The 
United States has not treated her any 
more harshly than Germany treated 
France in 1871, or Russia treated Tur- 
key in 1878. Therefore the Spanish 
memorandum of protest is unreason- 
able and unjustified.”’ 

The article then refers to the diffi- 
culties facing the United States, and 
expresses confidence that the “healthy 
vigor end practical capacity of the An- 
glo-Saxon” will be fully competent to 
deal with them.

50 Much in Earnest He May 
ot Await a Report. 


The Senate Will Talk Business 
When it Begins. 


No Programme in House Outside of 
the Appropriation Bills — Army 
Increase Will Be Fought Against, 
Washington Miscellany, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—The course 
of proceedings in the Senate this week 
will depend upon the disposition that 
is made of the Nicaragua Canal Bill, 
It is Senator Morgan's intention to call 
up this measure Monday, and h® has 
expressed the hope that he will secure 
action at the Monday session. Few of 
his most sanguine co-workers agree 
with him in this opinion, and the best 
indication is that unless an agreement 
can be reached for postponement, sev- 
eral days at least will be consumed in 
its consideration. 

The opponents of the measure will 
meet its supporters with a proposition 
to defer consideration until after the 
Christmas holidays, and they will give 
as their reason for this request that 
fact that the report of the government 
commission appointed to investigate 
the feasibility of the canal has not yet 
been made, urging the importance of 
receiving the information which the 
commission will be able to furnish be- 
fore acting upon so important a ques-' 
tion. If the bill is taken up in earnest 
it will consume the greater portion of 
the Senate's time until finally disposed 
of. 

Another subject on the calendar is 
the Anti-Sealping Bill, which Senator 
Cullom has informed the Senate he will 
seek to get up at an early day, but he ~ 
will meet with opposition if he makes 
the effort, and is not likely to succeed 
thus early in the session. 

The special order for Modnay at 3 
o’clock is the hill providing for the 
registry of foreign-built ships, but if 
the Nicaragua Canal Bill should be 
taken up the registry bill would not be 
allowed to consume much time. Sena- 
tor Morrill has given notice of a moe 
tion. Tuesday to consider the bill pro- 
viding for the purchase of a site for 
the United States Supreme Court, but 
the proceedings with reference to this 
measure will be confined to a speech 
by the Vermont Senator. 

The Urgent Army Deficiency Bill will 
receive attention early in the week. 
The Committee on Appropriations will 
meet Monday, and it is not believed 
more than one meeting on the bill will 
be necessary. Senator Allison, chair- 
man of the committee, hopes therefore 
to get the bill before the Senate for 
consideration Tuesday. It has been 
prophesied that the army bill would 
be used as a pretext for discussion of 
the Spanish war, and the fear of such 
a course has not entirely subsided. 

Beyond the first three days there is 
no programme mapped out for the 
House this week. Tomorrow will be 
devoted, under the rules, to the consid- 
eration of business relating to the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, and Tuesday, the 
District of Columbia Appropriation Bill 
will be taken up. This is in pursuance 
of the determination of the leaders to 
give the appropriation bills the right- 
of-way whenever one is ready. There 
is nothing in the district bill this year 
to attract opposition, and, unless the 
unexpected happens, the bill ought to 
pass Tuesday or Wednesday at the 
latest. 

The Appropriations Sub-committee 
on Pensions will commence work op 
the Pensions Appropriations Bil] to- 
morrow, but it can hardly be ready 
before next week. It is confidently ex- 
pected, however, that the bill will be 
passed before the holidays. It is prob- 
able that Chairman Hull of the Mill- 
tary Affairs Committee will be able te 
bring in the Army Reorganization Bill 
as soon as the District Appropriation 
Bill is out of the way. He is exceed- 
ingly anxious to get the Dill into the 
House at the earliest possible moment, 
as he is particularlv solicitous that 
it should pass the House before the 
holidays. If it should follow the dis- 
trict bill, a very interesting debate 
would be precipitated. 

The future policy of the government 
is outlined in the bill for the increase 
of the standing army, and the whole 
subject wlll be opened up. The Demo-~ 
crats are divided vpon the question 
of increasing the regular army, bué 
how far the opposition will go in an- 
tagonizing the measure, it is impossible 
to forecast. Only last week, during the 
debate on the Urgent Deficiency Bill, 
Mr. de Armond of Missouri, one of 
the leaders, evaded a direct reply when 
the question was fairly put at him by 
Mr. Cannon, chairman of the Appro- 
priations Committee. If the Army Re 
organization Bill does not come up the 
Various committees under the call will 
probably be allowed to clean up bual- 
ness which they have on the calendar,

MANILA, Dec 11.—[By Asiatic Ca- 
ble.j} According to reliable advices re- 
ceived from Iloilo, capital of the Isl- 
and of Panay, in the Visayas group 
the insurgents attacked Iloilo on the 
night of December 1 and captured all 

the Spanish trenches except one. They 
then notified Gen. Rios to remove the 
women and children, and threatened ti 
renew the attack the following night. 

When these advices left DToilo, Gen. 
Rios was expecting reinforcements 
and field guns, and the plan was for 
the Spanish gunboats to shell the town 
if the insurgents effected an entrance 
The foreign residents were greatly 
alarmed, and all .merchantmen have 
been ordered outside the’ harbor in or-. 
der to allow the gunboats to operate. 
Meanwhile, the Spanish authorities 
have been advised that the Tulisanos 
troops are looting, in disobedience to 
orders, and cannot be restrained. 

On ¢he other hand, the Spanish trans- 
port, Isla .de Luzon, reports that the 
insurgents around Ileilo were repulsed 
with great slaughter Dec&mber 6 white 
attempting to storm the last en- 
treanchment. According to this story, 
600 insurgents were killed or wounded 
by-the machine guns. 


BRYAN RESIGNED. 
Gen. Keifer Says He Would not Go 
to Cuba.

SAVANNAH (Ga.,) Dec.  11.—Gen. 
Keifer, who is in command of the re- 
maining troops of the Seventh Army 
Corps since Gen..Lee’s departure for 
Cuba, tonight confirms the rumor of 
Col. W. J. Bryan's resignation -of his 
command. Both Gen, Lee and Gen, 
Keifer endeavored to induce Col. Bryan 
to go to Cuba, but were unsuccessfw.

He served 
throughout the civil war in the Union 
army, and was breveted brigadier-gen- 
éral by Abraham Lincoln. 


GEN. LEE SAILS, 


Wransport Panama Taking Him and 
Steff to Caba,

~SAVANNAH, Dec. 11.—Gen. Lee and 
staff sailed for Cuba this afternoon 
on the transport Panama.

PORTO RICAN FINANCES. 


Assistant Secretary Vanderlip Makes 
a Second Interesting Report, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—Assistant 

Secretary Vanderlip, who is not ex- 

pected here until December 20 in his 

second informal report of his obser- 
vations in Porto Rico, says the his- 


tory of the currency situation is about;

“The island, some twenty-five years 
ago, Was using American currency. At 
that time of the emancipation the 
Spanish government found the value of 
silver declining, and it discovered jit 
would be profitable to make payment 
in Mexican dollars, and in that way 
the currency was brought to a silver 
basis. The very payment for crops 
made a redundant currency, and a 
great deal of it was shipped away. 
Eventually the government decided on 
a coinage for the island, making a 
further profit by debasing the silver 


peso a certain redeemability, offering 
to redeem it at the Bank of Spain at 
Madrid at 95 cents in gold, and I wun- 
derstand that some’ of the coins have 
been redéemed at'that rate, although 
comparatively few of them have been 
carried back to Spain. 

“One of the American commanders 
reports to me that a condition that 
must be taken into account is the own- 
ership of mosts of the plantations. They 
are nearly all owned by Spaniards; a 
great many of them by Spaniards re- 
siding in Spain. This has resulted, in- 
stead of an apparent balance of trade 
considerably in favor of the island ina 
real balance arainst the island. The 
great sugar plantations owned by peo- 
ple residing in Spain have, after years, 
raised a crop of sugar at an extremely 
low labor cost. The sugar has been 
sold abroad, and practically the whole 
return for it has remained abroad, cre- 
ating no demand for exchange against 
the island. About the only thing that 
has been imported is a little calico, and 
While the trade returns show a larere 
excess of exports, the value of those 
exports never return in any form to 
the island. 

“When the American troops landed 
it was thought an easy temporary so- 
‘lution of the situation to fix the rate 


exchange as between American dol- 


lars and pesos at two for one. That 
worked satisfactorily for.a little while. 
but the exchange dealers soon found 
that they could make a more profitable 
rate of exchange and our ratio, there- 
fore, became ineffective and inopera- 
tive. The settlement of the question 
lies between two extremes, on the one 
hand, the fixing of the value of the 
peso at the exact value of the bullion, 
and on the other, giving it an equiva- 
lent gold value equal to the nominal 
redeemable rate of 95. which the Span- 
ish government fixed.” 

Vanderlip also says: 

“An army officer with whom I talke* 
is in favor of an immediate force’ 
substitution of our currency for the 
present Porto Rican currency, anc 
thinks this might be done by militar: 
rrder fixing the rate of exchange. Th: 
question is what rate should be fixed . 
Tt is not believed the average rate of 
exchange for a series of years shoul 
be taken. Exchange dealers have con- 
trolled the situation with little ref- 
erence to the actual balance of trade. It: 
would be a hardship on the debtor 
class to have the peso too high, an: 
the debtor class is the whole working 
population of the island. There is e 
great amount of small debts. No ons 
seems to work without this purpose of 
a debt behind him, and to compel th 
repayment of these debts in a coinag | 
more valuable than that in which they 
were contracted would be a_ great 
hardship. 

“It is believed by some that under- 
valuation of the peso, gauged by the 
average exchange rate, would work 
much less hardship and would realiv 
come very near being just. It would 
enable the small debtor class to more 
easily meet their obligations, and 
would even, if the exact bullion value 
were taken as a basis, still offer am- 
ple profit to money-lenders, for they 


| have oppressed the, borrowers with ar 


ingenious variety methods. It was 
suggested to me that, with respect to 
the issues of the Spanish Bank, they 
might be redeemed in our money a! 
the same rate of exchange which we fix 
on the peso. If that rate is low, then 
the bank can better attempt the re- 
demption. The volume of the currency 
is reported to be smaller than is gen- 
erally estimated. While the original 
currency was from five to six million 
pesos, it is thought by some that there 
may not now be more than four mil- 
lion that would be exchanged. 
“Attempts are now’ being made to 
collect internal taxes, but at present 
armed guards have to be sent with the 
coNector. The scheme of taxation is 
something like this: The central gov- 
ernment levies on the municipalities (a 
municipality covers not only a city, 
but a district.) a certain amount that 
must be collected for the support. of 
the government. The municipality adds 
to that further sums for locai expen- 
ditureg. The scheme of taxation by 
which this total amount is collected 
varies in the different munici»alities. 
It is quite the reverse from our inter- 
nal revenue taxes, for little, if any- 
thing, is laid on the manufacture -.of 
spirits and tobacco. The best of opinion 
is that the judicious introduction of 
our internal revenue syetem and the 
abandonment of the Spanish system 
would be wise. The raising of taxes on 
spirits would be a popular movement, 
and the abandonment of other fornis 
of taxes would give the new scheme 
.further popularity. It is thought by 
some that, for the present, we are 
collecting too much revenue, for the 
reason that up to this time there thas 
been practically no expenditure. 
“There has been a good deal of dis- 
turbance and destruction of property. 
in Aguadilla, the province at the north- 
west corner of the island, and in 
Mayaguez, It is thought $500,000 worth. 
of property has been destroyed in 
Aguadilla, and that practically noth- 
ing could be raised there this season.”

EXPECTED RETURN OF DREYFUS 
CAUSES EXCITEMENT. 


Troops Called Out to Prevent Hostile 
Demonstration—Catholic Priest 
Attacks the Jewish Religion, 
Canada and the Canal, 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

NEW YORK, Dec. 12.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] There was feverish excite- 
ment at Paris, last night, over the ex- 
pected return of Dreyfus, and extraor- 
dinary police precautions were taken 
to guard against an outbreak. Mont 
Parnasse and St. Lazare stations were 
surrounded by troops with a view to 
preventing a demonstration by the 
League of Patriots, a meeting of 
which been convened by Paul 
Deroulede for today (Monday) to fur- 
ther protest. against action favorable 
to Dreyfus and Picquart. The excite- 
ment lasted until midnight. Rumors 
were current Sunday night that Drey- 
fus had arrived at Rochefort from his 
prison on the Ile du Diable, and that 
he was going today to Paris. The 
military and jolice activity was as- 
cribed to this report, but the rumor 
was untrue. 

Father Coubert delivered a remark- 
able sermon in the Church of the 
Madeline. Paris, yesterday. He said it 
was the duty of all to take an interest 
in the question of the Jewish religion. 
He divided his text into three heads, | 
the first of which was glory, the sec- 
ond crime. and the third, punishment. . 


The period of glory, he declared, was 


the time of the old prophets when the 
Synagogue was in all its beauty, and 
the God of the Jews was our God. 
The Jews awaited the advent of the 
Messiah. Then the temple at Jeru- 
salem was the Christian temple. Father | 
Coubert referred to the tendency of. 
the Jews toward idolatry, even at that | 
time. The period of crime was_ the. 
crucifixion. Then came the period of 
punishment. Jerusalem was_ sacked, 
and the Hebrew race scattered and 
transformed into vagabonds without a 
fatherland: “Father Coubert’s conclu- 
sion was that the Jewish religion was 
false and condemned of God. The 
synagogue is dead. The only ideal of 
the Jews was a sack of gold, and they, 
as a race. were accursed. This. ser- 
mon deeply impressed the Catholics 
whg listened to it, and they frequently 
murmured approval of the priest’s 
statements.

ARGENTINE LOAN.

The passenger train stopped near 
Cayuse station to remove a horse which 
had been caught in a cattle guard. A 
brakeman was sent back to flag the 
freight train which was following, but 
before the freight engineer could stop 
his heavy train it crashed into the 
Pullman sleeper. The Pullman was 
crushed toa splinters, and several freight 
cars were piled up in the ditch. 

There were nine passengers in the 
Pullman, but all escaped imjury except 
those named. Felger, Adams and 
Plechner, the passengers who were in- 
jured, were dressing at the time of the 
accident. The steam pipes of the en- 
gine burst and the escaving steam 
scalded the three injured men. 

ALAMEDA ACCIDENT.

HICKS’S FATAL EXPERIENCE.

PORT TOWNSEND, Dec. 11.—Pas- 
sengers on the steamer Farralon, which 
arrived her from Skaguay tonight, tell 
a story of the remarkable escape from 
drowning and subsequent death of 
John Hicks, who was a passenger on 
the steamer Utopia which caught fire 
while on her way from _ Seattle to 
Skaguay, November 17.

Shortly after- 
ward a canoe with several Indians in 
came along, picked Hicks up and took 
him to the village and turned him over 
to Rev. Dr. Moon, a missionary, who 
did everything in his power for the 
unfortunate man, who got better. Rev. 
Moon started with him in a canoe to 
Wramgel, but he died en route and his 
body was buried on the beach.

FLOOD AT BROOKLYN. 


TWENTY BLOCKS INUNDATED IN 
THE TWENTY-EIGHTH WARD. 


Big Water Main Bursts and Many 
Houses are Ruined—Several Per- 
sons Nearly Drowned—Fatal Fire 
on Prospect Street. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 

NEW YORK, Dec. 11.—For several 
hours today an area of twenty blocks 
in the Twenty-eighth Ward in Brook- 
lyn was inundated by raging waters, 
which washed out the foundations of 
houses, tore down trolley and telegraph 
poles, imprisoned peopte in their houses 
and nearly drowned some who were 
caught by the ficad. The damage will 
reach several hundred thousand dollars, 
the police think $500,000. 

The great water main at Hoho street 
and Central avenue burst at 5 o’clock 
in the morning. This maim is four feet 
in diameter, and when the pressure 
became too great the water shot up 
eight feet in the air, tearing a hole 
in the pipe itself seven feet long and 
half of its circumference. For the first 
hour 1,500,000 gallons, it is estimated, 
rushed through the streets, amd there 
was little diminuition for three hours. 
The flood came so suddenly that sev- 
eral persons were caught, and three 
were rescued by life-lines. 

Every house in the twenty blocks was 
flcoded and a number of them so badly 
damaged that they will fall if they are 
not pulled down. Hundreds of others 
were damaged so badly that it will be 
a costly muatter to repair them. Ten 
families were homeless tomight, be- 
cause the commissioners of buildings 


would not let them enter their shaky 
houses.

BOXING. 


The ‘‘close” decision in the Gallagher- 
Trimble contest at the Athlétic Club 
last week has been freely criticized, 
and there seems to be reason for deem- 
ing it unsatisfactory. While the ref- 
eree doubtless considered Gallagher 
the better boxer, the unprejudiced 
spectators were unable to see wherein 
he had any the better of Trimble in 
the fight. In a previous contest be- 
tween the same men, Gallagher was 
punished severely and was virtually 
whipped, but he was not knocked out. 
The referee called that contest a draw. 
In the last fight, Gallagher fouled 
Trimble repeatedly, and purposely, and 
the crowd hissed him vigorously. In- 
stead of rebuking Gallagher, the ref- 
eree roasted the crowd, and §fre- 
quently made comments that plainly 
indicated a strong bias in favor of Gal- 
lagher. 

Gallagher has been an instructor of 
the club. and his relations with the 
club are such as to justify the im- 
pression that he cannot lose a fight 
there unless knocked out of time. 

Trimble declares, in a letter to The 
Times, that the decision was given be- 
fore the fight. He also says the ref- 
eree approached him in his corner and 
said: “It would be better for you to 
fight in the clinch.” As this would 
be manifestly to the advantage of 
Gallagher, Trimble refused to deyiate 
from the signed articles, and he Says 
the referee then told him he was “no 
gentleman.” Nothing hurts a _prize- 
fighter so much as an intimation that 
he is not a veentleman, and Trimble 
feels so deeply affronted that in issuing 
a challenge to Gallagher to fight again 
he stipulates that another referee shall 
be chosen. Trimble’s claim that he 
should have been declared the winner 
is not well-founded. The contest was 
a draw, if ever there was one, and in 
referee’s announcement 
that the decision should not be given 
on technical points, it is difficult to 
see how he figured out Gallagher as 
a winner. 

“Mexican Pete’? Everett of Denver, 
who claims the pugilistic champlonship 
of Colorado, has written to the sport- 
ing editor of The Times that he wishes 
to challenge Jim Jeffries for a fight 
of any number of rounds or to a finish. 
He is willing to fight within three 
weeks after the signing of articles. If 
Jeffries will go to Colorado, Everett 
offers to get backing to the extent of 
$10,000. He is not able to offer the 
same inducement for a fight in Los 
Angeles. but he is willing to fight here 
before the club offering the best in- 


ducements. He met Jeffries once in 
Son Francisco, but the fight was 
stopped in the third round.

the sport. Efforts to keép wp interest 
in practical military marksmanship 
are handicapped by the impossibility 
of procuring the government arm and 
by the prohibitive price of military 
ammunition. It costs 5 cents a shot to 
practice with the 30-40 government 
caftridge, and unless a man literally 
has ‘“‘money to burn,” he cannot shoot 
enough to become proficient in the 
use of the high-power arm. The con- 
sequence is that many riflemen are 
forced to adopt the short-range rifle 
using black powder cartridges, which 
can be reloaded at a quarter of the 
cost of smokeless ammumition, and 
that tends to restrict rifle practice to 
200 yards and to promote the German 
Style of shooting with fine rifles and 
all sorts of mechanical aids that are 
utterly impracticable for military use. 
he Los Angeles Sharpshooters have 
established a range adapted to long- 
range practice, and they expected to co- 
operate with eastern organizations in 
reviving interest in military marks- 
manship. It was expected that after 
the war it would be easier to obtain 
government ammunition, and that the 
price might be lowered to a reason- 
able figure, but the cartridge trust 
has actually raised the price. and so 
discouraged the effort to organize a 
national body of military marksmen. 
The Sharpshooters therefore are com- 
pelled to accept the situation, reor- 
ganize as a rifie club and take up short- 
range practice. Their recent experi- 
ment in reorganization was not en- 
tirely satisfactory, and next Thursday 
night they will consider a new plan 
to be reported by a specia! committee. 
It is proposed to have regular monthly 
shoots, and weekly practice. and an. 
other tournament may be held in the 
spring. 


COURSING. 


The Ingleside Coursing Club of San 
Francisco has resolved itself into a 
corporation, the Ingleside Coursing As- 
sociation, and purchased Ingleside 
Coursing Park. Important improve- 
ments are to be made which, it is as- 
serted, will render the property the 
finest coursing grounds in the United 
States. 

An eighty-eight-dog stake is now a 
common event at Union Park in San 
Francisco. The sport has obtained a 
remarkably strong hold there. The 
two coursing parks refuse surp!us 
nominations every week because more 
dogs are offered than can be run. The 
San Francisco Bulletin says: ‘There 
are more greyhounds in training to- 
day on the Coast than in all the rest 
of the United States—enough, in fact, 
to run coursing every day in the week. 
But. unlike the horsemen, the grey- 
hound-owners do not make a business 
of the sport.

[Chicago Journal:] San Fran- 
cisco papers are making a fight on 
the fleld books which are to be found 
on nearly every track in the country, 
but have been abolished on one or two 
of the tracks governed by the Jockey 
Club. The stand taken is that the 
field books afford a chance for small 
bettors to lose their money, many of 
whom can illy afford to do so, whereas 
if no small bets were taken there would 
soon be a dearth of the element known 
as ‘‘pikers.”” It is further contended 
that the odda offered in the fleld books 
are of the cinch order. For instance, 
when a horse is quoted at 10 to 1 in the 
ring, the field books only lay 7 and 8 
to 1, so that when the “pikers’” do pick 
a winner they really lose $2 or $3 on 
every dollar invested.

During the present season rearket 
hunters have made serious inroads on 
the remaining supply. If there is to 
pe game and shooting in the future a 
halt must be called, and that at once.

The proper remedy woulé 
be the making of an absolute close 
season on quail for at least two yeare, 
In any event the shooting season 
should be shortened to not more than 
three months, say, from November 1 
to February 1. The havoc wrought by 
market hunters during the present sea- 
son has been startling. One hunter hag 
been known to ship into this market 
in one week as many as 400 dozen 
quail. It is doubtful if all the club 
sportsmen in and about San Francisco 
have killed as. great'a number of birds 
during the entire season. Less than 
2000 quail were killed last season on 
the Tamalpais Club preserve. The club 
limits the bag of members, whereas the 
market hunter shoots without limit or 
reserve, taking no thought of the fu- 
ture and destroying more quail in % 
single week than would be killed by all 
the sportsmen of his locality in a sea- 
son of five months. No game supply 
can long withstand such slaughter. 
The situation as regards valley quail 
in this State is so serious as to call 
for drastic measures. It behooves the 
sportsmen of the State to look to their 
interests if they would save the most 
prized of California game birds from 
extermination. The Legislature is to 
convene in Sacramento next month 
and lovers of sport should see to it 
that the session does not close without 
the enactment ef appropriate legisla- 
tion. The disease is apparent and the 


remedy should be invoked before it ts 
too late,

INDIAN EDUCATION. 


Superintendent Makes a Plea for the 
Indastrial Feature. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.}] 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—Miss Reel, 
Superintendent of Indian Schools, in her 
annual report makes a strong plea for 
the industrial feature of educational 
work among the Indians. Miss Reel, 
who was formerly Land Commissioner, 
as well as Superintendent of Public 
Instruction for the State of Wyoming, 
is the first Woman who has been at the 
head of the government Indian schoo} 

service. In her report she says: 

“The government has upon its varie 
ous reservations about two hundred and 
fifty day and bearding§ schools, in 
which there are over two thousand > 
teachers employed. For these teachers 
several institutes were held last sum- 
mer and fall in some Western States, 
the majority of which the cuperinten- 
dent conducted, inaugurating a number ~ 
of innovations, chief among which are 
the requiring of actual work to be done 
in the teaching of sewing, cooking, 
housework, etc. 

“The government has not, as yet, 
adopted compulsory measures for the 
education of the Indian children, and 
the fact is that the dark-skinned sons 
of the forests do not take to educa< 
tion very readily. Some reservations 
withhold the rations until the paren 
place their children in the schools, po 
s0 strong is the opposition to this in 
many cases, they have held out against 
it until their families were on the verge 
of starvation. But this feeling is not 
general, and during the past year the 
attendant percentage was very fair.”’ 

Industrial education and the neces« 
sity of furnishing employment for the 
Indian student upon his return from 
school are dwelt upon.- Compulsory 
education and more attention to mane 
ual training are strongly urged. She 
says: “I desire to emphasize the 
statements of numerous Indian educa- 
tors. that industrial training should 
have the foremost place in Indian ed- 
ucation. for it is the foundation upon 
which the government’s desire for the 
improvement of the Indian is built. 
The consensus of opinion of the super- 
intendents at the last summer schools 
shows that too little attention is paid 
to this field of labor, and it was in- 
sisted that larger facilities for work- 
shops and teachers be provided, that 
this work upon which the civilization 
of the race depends may not suffer.” 

Miss Reel also pleads for industrial 
education for young women, on the 
theory that ‘‘when you civilize the wife, 
you civilize the home,” and that sew- 
ing, cooking and a course of economio 
housekeeping shall be leading factors 
in every Indian girl’s education.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE BOARD OF 
EDUCATION. 

The annual report of the Board of 
Education, just published, contains 
much interesting matter, statistical 
and otherwise, pertaining to the city 
schools. It shows that while much 
has been accomplished during the past 
year in the way of providing adequate 
school facilities, a great deal still re- 
mains to be done in that direction be- 
fore our school system shall have been 
brought to anything like a satisfactory 
condition. There is a steady increase 
in the number of pupils applying for 
admission to the schools. and in spite 
of the large additions to some of the 
school buildings, and the erection of 

new buildings, the demand for accom- 
 modations still keeps well ahead of the 
supply. | 

The president of the board, Charles 
Cassat Davis, in his annual address, 
suggests a plan for providing increased 
accommodations as the need for them 
becomes pressing. He says: 

“The subject of additional accom- 
modations for the schools is pressing. 
The method of meeting the difficulty 
by issues of bonds has disadvantages; 
till there is great need of buildings, 
the bonds will not be asked, or if 
asked, will not be granted. When 
granted, the money is all received at 
once and must be expended at once; 
new buildings must be located, not 
only with regard to the present, but 
also for the future; sometimes the de- 
velopment is not as anticipated, being 
either faster or slower, and in either 
case embarrassment follows. Another 
difficulty with building under the bond 
issues is that when much building 1s 
being carried on at the same time, it ts 
harder to watch the work properly 
than if but one building at a time 
were being erected. A method far 
more economical and convenient 
would be to provide a building fund 
by annual contributions so that en- 
largements of old buildings, or fhe 
construction of new ones, could be us 
required; in this way providing always 
for the locations most needing relief, 
and as they need it, while at the same 
time allowing that close scrutiny of 
the work, which is impossible if a 
number of buildings be constructed at 
one time.” 

In the opinion of President Davis, 
the crowded condition of the schools 
is in some degree responsible for the 
large percentage of truancy in the 
city. It appears from the census re- 
port for the year 1896-97 that the 
number of truants for that year was 
2459. For the year 1897-98 the num- 
ber of truants was 2066. These figures 
represent the number of children who 
' did not attend school at any time 
during the years named. Many others 
attended for a short time only, and 
should properly be classed as truants. 
Mr. Davis estimates that there are in 
reality from 3000 to 4000 children of 


school age in our midst who do not 
attend school. A plan is under con- 
sideration by which it is hoped to 
bring a large proportion of these chil- 
dren into the schools, or at least to 
provide them with means of educa- 
tion and to make their acceptance of 
the same in a degree compulsory. : 

Since the Board of Education was 
reorganized, in January last, follow- 
ing the overthrow of the corrupt, 
régime of Webb and his confreres, 
numerous improvements have been in- 
troduced, some of which have proved 
to be of great value to the schools and 
- the public. Among these improve- 
ments Mr. Davis mentions the follow- 
ing: 
he notification of teachers who 
are unsatisfactory, and who must be 
dropped, of that fact at least a month 
before the close of school, instead of 
at the close of the term as was done 
last year, so making it too late for 
the teacher to seek another place; the 
change in the method of making pur- 
chases, by providing that all pur- 
chases must be either advertised for, 
or if small, posted at the office of the 
schools, so that all dealers have a 
chance to bid, thus doing away with 
the former method. of buying from 
favorites, without open competition, 
and perhaps with some reward to the 
official purchasing; the arranging of a 
ceremonial, according to which the flag 
is raised daily, in the presence of the 
assembled school, by a “color guard,” 
composed of the head pupils of each 
class for the last week, the reward 
-for the best lessons and conduct be-“ 
ing a place on the “guard,” so that 
the flag is associated in the minds of 
the pupils with the idea of honor in 
being allowed to care for it; the adop- 
tion of a rule by which the coloring 
of the rooms, including the tinting of 
the walls, the color of transoms, and 
of curtains, is committed to the super- 
intendent and the special teacher in 
drawing, with the view of harmonizing 


with the offensive ugliness now mak- 
ing many. of the rooms in the older 
buildings repulsive to even the chil- 
dren; the improvement of many 
poorly-lighted rooms by the adoption 
of two half curtains to each window, 
instead of the usual long one, so that 
light may be admitted from above in- 
stead of from the level of the eyes; the 
arrangement of a plan by which the 
eyes of the children will be inspected 
and if found needing attention, the 
need will be brought to the notice of 
the parents: and the further proviston 
that indigent parents may have this 
examination made without cost, by 
any of a number of our first oculists; 
and upon proper showing, they may 
also receive glasses according to the 
prescription, donated by one of the 
leading opticians. . This work has cost 
many cities heavily; it will cost us 
practically nothing: a school for deaf 
mutes, giving them instruction under 
the latest systems of teaching, has 
been opened; while this work is ex- 
pensive, we have so arranged it that 
one of the two teachers employed is 
supported by private contributions, 
and thus have restricted the expenses 
of the department to only a litile 
more than the average; a night school 
for girls has also been opened, and has 
been warmly welcomed; in addition to 
these matters the board has others in 
hand, among them an arrangement 
for the periodic inspection of the 
schools by physicians to detect con- 
tagious diseases; this has been found 
most valuable where it has been tried, 
in checking dangerous troubles which 
sometimes spread easily and carry sur- 
fering and expense to many homes: 
we believe that we can prevent much 
of this danger, and without more than 
a nominal expense to the schools.” 


THE FUTURE OF LOS ANGELES. 

The commencement of work on the 
deep-water harbor at San Pedro, and 
the probalile early comrstruction of 
another transcontinental line of rail- 
road by way of Salt Lake City, have 
directed the attention of many people 
in the United States to the brilliant 
future which undoubtedly lies before 
this city and Southern © California. 
In another column of Tur TIvEs its 
reproduced a portion of a paper on 
San Pedro Harbor, written by S. M. 
Parsons, Esq., a member of the east- 
ern bar, who made his home in Los 
Angeles a few years ago, and who 
takes an active and intelligent inter- 
est in the progress and prosperity of 
his adopted home. The paper was 
filed by Mr. Parsons with the Board 
of Harbor Commissioners, when they 
were in session in Los Angeles two 
years ago. . 

In the course of this paper, Mr: 
Parsons paints a glowing picture uf 
the brilliant future which awaits this 
city. He shows that the tide of travel 
will divert the commerce of the world 
from the Red Sea route to the short 
route across the continent of North 
America, between Galveston and Los 
Angeles. After showing that the 
population of Los Angeles has _in- 
creased from 50,000, in 1890; to over 
100,000, in 1897, Mr. Parsons predicts 
that in 1907 we may confidently look 
for 200,000; in 1922, for 450,000, and 
in 1947 for a population of 1,000,000. 

These figures will, doubtless, ap- 
pear extravagant to a majority, even 
of our own people; but to those who 
have watched the magic growth of the 
city during the past twenty years, 
and who appreciate the horticultural 
and commercial resources of this sec- 
tion which are now being developed, 
it would not appear more improbable 
for Los Angeles to reach a population 
of 1,000,000 fifty years hence, than it 
would have appeared ridiculous 
twenty years ago—when Los Angeles 
was a pueblo of 10,000 souls—to claim 
that in 1898 this city would have a 
population of 110,000.

CALIFORNIA’S PLIGHT. 


A DEMOCRATIO VIEW OF THE 
BINDING SITUATION, 


Particular Attention Paid to the 
Aspirations of a San Francisco 
Triumvirate—De Young; Spreck. 
els and Herrin, to “Name _ the 
Next United States Senator. 


[San Francisca Examimer, Editorial:] 
One need not be heartless wha laughs 
at the humbugged:; and it is natural to 
exult at proofs of one’s own discern- 
ment; so that Democrats might be for- 
givable were they to indulge themselves 
in satisfaction over the discomfiture of 
those Republicans who scoffed when 
told that the Southern Pacific company 
continued to wield an active corrupting 
influence in the political affairs of, this 
State and was diligently at work to 
gain control of the next Legislature. 
But thoughtful Democrats will restrain 
the impulse to taunt amd exult, and 
will do what in them lies to codéperate 
with respectable Republicans in lifting 
the State out of the depths to which 
it was sent when, by a plurality of 
20,000 votes, the electors declared faith 
in the widely-heralded assertion of the 
Chronicle, the-Call and Republican can- 
didates that the railroad issue was ‘“‘a 
pretended issue,’ amd that Mr. Hunt- 
ington was ‘‘out of politics.” 

Thousands of good citizens, Repub- 
lican in faith, were misled by reliance 
on false leaders and demagagic party 
organs. They know that now. They 
refused to listen whem the Examiner 
and Democratic candidates, speakers 
and interior journals were proclaiming 
the truth. They regret that now. At 
this moment they are in a mood favor- 
able to just views, and they should be 
met sympathetically, amd helped to a 
strong course. If not next month, then 
two years from now they may accom- 
plish something in’the struggie against 
railroad domination. 

It is interesting in this regard to ob-

No reader of the Examiner need be 
told that the charge is utterly un- 
founded, amd no reader of the Examiner 
can be in any doubt that when a man 
acceptable to this paper is chosen to be 
a Senator he will not be a Republican, 
nor will he be a man to the liking of 
Mr. Huntington, or, for that matter, of 
Mr. de Young or Mr. Spreckels. In a 
year when a man acceptable to the 
Examiner cannot possibly be chosen, 
because of the 20,000 plurality just men- 
ticmed, we cannot render as effective 
aid to the people as we would like to; 
but if our comtemporaries desire an ex- 
pression of our sentiments they ought 
not to be offended when we frankly say 
that, even with the choice narrowed to 
Republicans, the Examiner cannot grow 
enthusiastic over amy candidate 
stamped O. K. by Mr. Huntington, nor 
approve any candidate who is quite 
satisfactory to Mr. de Young or his dis- 
tinguished fellow-sufferer, Mr. Spreck- 
els. It may be that some gentleman 
will seriously be proposed for the of- 
fice, who has not the grave fault of be- 
by one or amother of these 
pofitical manipulators or the graver 
fault of being favored by all of them. 
In that event we might feel it to be 
worth while to scrutinize him carefully, 
and might even deem it proper to tell 
our readers just what we thought of 
him. But up to the present time no 
man lacking the Huntimgton O. K. has 
been seriously presented to the people 
for their consideration, 

That brings us to the question of 
duty as regards certain unhappy citi- 
zens. No doubt the Democrats, un- 
der the usage of parties, cannot di- 
rectly influence results at Sacramento; 
but we think they should do what lit- 
tle they can by sympathetic encour- 
agement of the genuine anti-railroad 
Republicans. We say genuine, be- 
cause the fight Mr. de Young and Mr. 
Spreckels are making should not be 
confused with the efforts of earnest 
souls afire with resentment of South- 
ern Pacific infamies. The two Repub- 
lican editors are fighting because the 
disreputable Herrin was not sincere 
when he promised that each of them 
should swing at pleasure the debauch- 
ing power of the rotten corporation 
whereof he was, and is, the cringing 
slave. Their quarrel with this creature 
is not the quarrel of men furious be- 
cause of outrage on their State, but 
is the quarrel of men infuriated by the 
disappointment of selfish ambition. 
Take the case of Mr. de Young, for 
instance. Mr. de Young knew the 
situation just as well as the Examiner 
knew it. He knew that Mr. Herrin 
expected to select a Senator in case of 
Republican success, but he had been 
fooled into the belief that Mr. Herrin 
would select Mr. de Young. Of course, 
Mr. Huntington never intended that his 
man Herrin should select Mr. de 
Young, and nobody but a subject fit 
for the operations of a green-goods 
worker would believe that he did. 
But Mr. de Young in matters concern- 
ing his ambitions is easy game, and he 
therefore believed, what he ardently 
wished, that Huntington intended to 
make him Senator. Mr. de Young was 
willing to endure the injury to his 
State in the selection of a_ railroad 
Senator, provided he were the Sena- 
tor. Care should be exercised, there- 
fore. that no comfort be extended 
where rebuke is due. The Repub- 
licans who have been duped are 
bound by duty to take arms against 
all who have betrayed them; and we 
see no reason why any one should 
commiserate such reformers as_ Mr. 
de Young and Mr. Spreckels, or adopt 
their peculiar views of the best 
method of warfare in the campaign 
now on. 

What, with the selfish ‘ambitions of 
Mr. de Young and Mr. Spreckels and 
the scoundredly activity of the South- 
ern Pacific’s various agencies and can- 
didates, decency is in a fair way to be 
ignominiously trampled in the mire of 
defeat unless some stronger power 
rallies actively to the rescue than 
seems to be arming for the struggle. 


Who will wield that power, and where | 


can honest sentiment concentrate to a 


effective? We fear harm was _irre- 
parably done when the people. disre- 
garded the advice of the Examiner and 
accepted the assurance of Mr. de 
Young and Mr. Spreckels that the rail- 
road was out of politics. The Exami- 
ner is convinced, too, that should Mr. 
Herrin have the naming of the Sena- 
tor his favorite, no matter who, will 
be a very poor man for the State of 
California. We are of the opinion that 
if there were proper public sentiment 
in this State, and if the laws were en- 
forced as they should be, Mr. Herrin 
instead of breaking laws would be 
breaking stones. We believe that the 
railroad is flagrantly dishonest. We 
are certain it has debauched the politics 
of this State, and made the selection 
of honest men for office well-nigh im- 
possible. But we were just as certain 
of these things before election as we 
are now, and we regret very much

sent to Spain, where, for four years, 
he was confined in castles and 
fortresses. remaining there until the 
peace of Zanjon. He then returned to 
the United States, and, together with 
José Marti, attempted another revolu- 
tion. He landed in Cuba with a few 
followers, but the country was tired 
of war, and wanted to try the home- 
rule offered by Spain. He capitulated 
to the Spanish forces in order @0 save 
his few remaining followers, and was 
again banished to Spain in 1880, where 
he remained under surveillance until 
1895, when the last revolution broke 
out in Cuba. Then he escaped to 
France and later to New York. His 
movements since that time and his ac- 
tive participation in the war are 
familiar to many newspaper readers. 

After coming to this country he en- 
deavored to get an expedition to the 
island of Cuba in the steamer Haw- 
kins. but this met with shipwreck in 
a storm and the cargo was tost. Gen. 
Garcia*was the last man to leave the 
vessel. Undaunted by his failure, he 
made another attempt to ship stores 
for the insurgents, this time obtaining 
the ship Bermuda. He was _§inter- 
cepted, however, by United States au- 
thorities, and was arrested on the 
charge of filibustering, but was_re- 
leased on $3000 bail. He forfeited this 
bail, and in a final attempt, landed on 
the eastern coast of the island with 
one of the largest expeditions that 
ever reached Cuba. After landing, he 
succeeded Gen. Antonio Maceo in 
command of the troops of the eastern 
department, holding the rank of major- 
general, Gen. Maceo, marching west 
with his men. 

At Maceo’s death, Garcia was elected 
lieutenant-general of the Cubam army, 
which position he held to’ the close of 
the war. During this command §$he 
assaulted and took by siege, Tunas, 
Guisa and Guaimaro, and cleared the 
interior of his department of Spanish 
troops. After declaration of war be- 


Gen. Miles, commanding the American 
army, sent his representative to Gen. 
Garcia, and subsequently the Ameri- 
can and Cuban generals codperated in 
their movement against Santiago. All 
the officers who participated in the ac- 
tive work around Santiago bear testi- 
mony to the assistance and loyalty 
manifested by Gen. Garcia during the 
campaign. 

When the Cuban assembly met at the 
close of the war, Gen. Garcia was one 
of the principal advisers, and was 
elected chairman of the commission di- 
rected to the United States, and con- 
ferred with the authorities here with 
reference to the work in hand. _ 

The funeral arrangements have not 
been made. 

Letters of condolemce were received 
from Secretary Hay, Gen. Miles and 
Senator Foraker. Secretaries Hay and 
Alger and Postmaster-General Smith 
left their cards, as also did Assistant 
Secretary Meiklejohn and Gens. Miles 
and Gilmore. The several letters of 
condolence were as follows:

JOINT HIGH COMMISSIONERS. 


Will Adjourn Until the New Congress 


Gets Together, 
SSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPO 
_ WASHINGTON, 


Dec.. 11.—It has 
been agreed by the high joint com- 
missions of Americans and Canadians 


Which has been in Session here. sey- 
eral weeks to adjourn at an early date, 
This has not yet been formally an- 
nounced, but it is understood that the 
day fixed for adjournment is Decem- 
ber 20. On the evening of December 
19, the Canadians will give a banquet 
to which thé Americans will be invited. 

The understanding is that the ses- 
sions will not be resumed until after 
March 4 next, when the American com- 
mission, who are>members of the 
House and Senate, will have leisure 
to devote to tha negotiations. Whethen 
the sessions will be resumed at Quebec, 
where they were begun, or in  thig 
city, has not been stated. 

The decision to adjourn has grown > 
out of the developments of, the past 
week. While there are several proto- 
cols in the proposed treaty, notably the 
Bering Sea, the North Atlgntic fisher- 
ies, reciprocity and questions affecting 
the Great Lakes, reciprocity is the 
one great subject in which the Cana- 
dians are interested.. Last week, the 
high commissioners came nearer than 
they have ever been before to the dis- 
cussion of that subject. The Canadians 
had submitted propositions an 
Wednesday, the Americans submittefir 
counter-proposals. These counter-pro 
posals showed that the Americans were 
disposed to be very unyielding, and 
that much smaller concessions would 
really be made than had been  ex-« 
pected. 

The negotiations of last week also 
convinced the Canadians that free lum- 
ber. a consummation they and _§ all 
their people have devoutly wished 
for, was impossible. The American 
commissioners not only told the 
Canadians so, but the latter were in- 
vited to the Capitol, and while there, 
met several prominent members of the 
House and Senate, who impressed the 
fact still more firmly upon them.

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Is God @ Fiend Incarnate? | 
éé F GOD created some men know- 
ing they shall endure” end- 
less hell, He is a fiend incarnate 
and is\ utterly inexcusable.” 
These are the words in which Rev. 
A. A. Rice, pastor of the Universalist 
Church, vesterday challenged the 
truth of “The Bible Doctrine of Hell’ 
as laid down by Rev. A. C. Smither, 
pastor of the First Christian Church, 
in a sermon preached a week age 


yesterday. 


Mr. Smither's views of eternal dam- 
nation, printed in his own words in 
The Times last Monday, taised a 


storm of protest from believers in less 
“rigorous doctrines as to the future of 
the seul, } been sharply criti- 
cized in letters to the newspapers, and 
yesterday a number of preminent min- 


siaisS 


isters continued the discussion from 
their “pulpits, sustaining and praising 
him. or denouncing his creed as per- 
nicious. 

Rev. Mr. Rice discussed Rev. Mr. 
Smither by name, quoted excerpts from 
his setmon, and replied to doc- 
trines without mincing terms. He 


spoke in part as follows: 

“it is the especial privilege and duty 
of the Universaiist Church, which is 
the Vanguard Universalism, to 
challenge the truthfulness of any doc-

trine which decries the charactec of 
God. or underrates the power of the 
means Which He uses for the salva- 
tion of His children. We believe Phe 
Zible teaches that Ged is all-powerful 
ahd all-loving, and that view which 
makes Him less than this, is merely 
a contepiion of the ‘Bible Doctrine.’ 


“Mc. Smither’s sermon, 2s reported 
by the Morday papers, appears to be 
a proclamation cf the Ignominious de- 
feat of God, and an attempt to exon- 


erate Him in that defeat. And this 
is said to be upheld by the teach- 
ing of scripture. Rarely in the pres- 
ent day are we confronted by such 


an utterance as this ‘Divine love and 
goodness cannot prevent men W ho have 
the power of choice from choosing evil 
instead of goad, and going down to the 


grave, in sin and suffering, and by 
virtue of their own sinfulness, into 


eternal separation from the presence of : 
all that is pure and.good on earth and 
in heaven.’ 

“It is found necessary to support this 
pessimism by saying, ‘for this, God is 
no more to blame than for the suffer- 
ing of the man who throws himself 
doewh-@ precipice.” And as evidence of 
this @reat failure of God, is given an 
opinion of what is meant by the term 
Gehenna. The word ‘Gehenna’ is said 
to be ‘the strongest word definitive of 
anguish and suffering after death.’ and 
‘Jesus used this word frequently as 
applied to the condition of the wicked 
after death.’ 

“Now as a matter of fact, Jesus 
made use of this term to define the 
suffering of sinners in this world. espe- 
cially. With Him it represents the hell 
of this earth which He had come to 
abolish by abolishing sin, its cause. He 
Was expounding a law of God, which 
Jaw ia stated in the sermon We are re- 
viewing and is its only redeeming fea- 
ture. .‘In the very nature of man there 
is reward for good and suffering for 
evil. This suffering is the Gehenna of 
Jesus and the Jews and it follows evil 
wherever and whenever evil occurs. 

“Touching the attempted vindication 
of God’s character, in case some men 
are permitted to suffer endlessly, we 
have to say that no vindication is pos- 
sible. God is the creator of man and 
if He has created some knowing they 
shall endure endless hell, He is a fiend 
incarnate and is utterly inexcusable, 
Add to this God’s law of heredity am% 
the environment of men and He be- 
comes the sole and blamable agent of 
perpetual human misery. But we have 
no reason for believing that ‘divine 
love and goodness cannot prevent men 
from going into eternal] separation from 
. all that is pure and gvwod.’§ All evi- 
dence goes to prove the opposite. Such 
forces can prevent men from choosing 
evil.

“A certain class of men prate of the 
love.of God and the brotherly charac- 
ter of Jesus. and declare that these 
facts are inconsistent with the idea of 


the fatherhood of the one, or the 
brotherhood of the other. But, § are 
they so? Who first among all the 


teachers of the world promu!gated the 
doctrine of hell? It was that sdme 
Jesus of Nazareth who believed in hell 
so firmly that. He laid down His life to 
Save men from it. Who first made 
clear and emphasized the doctrine of 
eternal damnation of the impenitent 
soul accessible to the saving power of 


the gospel? It was that same Jesus 
of. Nazareth. And, why did He thus 
teach and pray and weep over the 
impenitent? The answer is, becattse 


Hie loved them. It was His great and 
unquenechable love that made Him do 
and suffer and die, ,.And it is a most 
significant fact that the only time He 
for so much as a moment drew asfde 
the veil which hangs between. this 
world, and that was when. He did it 
to show us the picture of one man in 
hell and another in heaven. All these 
warnings and teachings and en- 
treaties of Jesus and the Bible under 
all @ispensations mean just one 
thing, namelv. the rescue of sculs from 
the inevitable consequences of sin. 

“God made heaven for no man, or hell 
for no man. Heaven-eor hell is the 
inevitable, legitimate, dogical outcome 
of the life we now live. Does the 
mariner find fault with the lighthouse 
for showing him the treacherous rock? 
Does the traveler blame the man with 
a red signal who halts the train just 
a second befcre it would plunge down 
the awful abyss? That is just what 
Jesus has done, and what He was sent 
to do. He came to wave the signal, 
warning all souls from the dark abyss 
of hell and eternal damnation. He no 
more made the abyes than did the flag- 
man on the ratiway. It was there be- 
fore He came, and He came because 
it was there. Josiah wept and rent 
his clothes and prayed over the long- 
lost but recently-found Bible and was 
saved: his wicked son tried-to destroy 
the book which caused his father to 
tremble, and was lost. A'tnd that is 
the difference between men today. 
**Sneering, jesting, false lcgic, 
not change the inevitable. Jesus 
peals to humanity to help Him to save 
it. He is willing, and He wants to per- 
suade us to become willing. . God is 
reconciled: Jesus’ Christ is reconciled; 
only man is not.”

Bible Truth Endures. 
EV. C. S. MASON of the Pacific 
yYospel Union, spoke yesterday 


upon the swhbhject: “The Word of 
God endureth forever,’ from I Peter, 
j, 25. He said, in part: 

“God is God from everlasting to ever- 
lasting, The ten commandments were 
written with the finger of God, the re- 
mainder ef the Bible was written by 
men inspired by God. All the forces of 
hell, the powers of Satan, the preju- 
dices of corrupt men have arrayed 
thems¢lves against this book, and yet 
it stands; occupying the largest posi- 
tion, yielding the mightiest influence 
of any of the books of the ages. It has 


with the character of Christ. The law 
of repulsion which separates the good 
from the bad by a natural process in 
this life will create a barrier between 
that which is evil in us and Him when 
he comes, 

“Christ need not speak a word on 
the Day of Judgment. Each man by 
his life here, will oreate conditions 
under which it is impossible for him 
as he is to remain in God's presence. 
Punishment will last just so long as 
sin dominates the soul; just so long as 
the individual resists God, will his 
rebellion merit and receive punishment. 
The work of the church is to preach 
eternal life, Eternal life in the knowl- 
edge of God that will enable one to 
glorify ahd enjoy Him forever. If we 
can conceive of a soul eternally resist- 
ing God, we can only think of it as 
experiencing the torment that comes 
from contrast . between itself and a 
perfect being and a consciensness of a 
great barried between God and itself. 
Tho important point then is to con- 
sider how we are to prepare for the 
second coming of Christ. 

“The sum and substance of the gos- 
pel is epitomized in the word duty. A 
man who fears the reality of his con- 
version and questions his acceptance 
with God needs to throw himself into 
the life of work and struggle; needs 
to forget himself and to think more 
of his duty toward God and man. There 
are two classes of persons who are 
striving to follow Christ. The one is 
anxious for salvation from the penalty 
for sin. With them it is a mere ques- 
tion of loaves and fishes. The second 
class recognizes a duty toward God. 
As it grows into perfection it forgets 
reward and punishment: it works on 
through discouragement, and almost 
against hope; In this class we find men 
who give up opportunities for earthly 
advancement because they feel a sense 
of obligation to serve God at all costs. 

“The duty to man is as imperative 
as the duty toward God. Here we find 
ourselves in social, political, mercantile 
and professional life and we have no 
right to ignore the claims of one or the 
other, and the duty toward man will 
keep that thought ever in mind. He is 
best fitted to receive Christ when He 
comes who has made the most of His 
body ahd His brains, and has. Qgme the 
most for humanity.’ 


A Chart for Life. 


EV. C. J. K. JONES. preached 

yesterday morning at the Church 

of the Unity from II Timothy ii, 3, 
“Thou therefore endure hardness.” He 
said in part: - 

“Life contains many a delightful ex- 
perience in our associations with nature 
and with men. It has its joys and hap- 
piness, as well as its pains and griefs. 
I am not here for the purpose of cast- 
ing a balance between the good and 
evil that come into men’s lives. No 
being short of the Omniscent One ran 


do that. But I may say that probably 
we, each and all, have received far 
more cf good than we have appre- 
ciated.

An unreasoning de- 
spair is as false a guide as practical 
life can have. Our affairs are never 
quite as hopeless as despondency 
paints them. It is better for men, and 
better for their influence on other men, 
that they should gather cheer and 
hope, and strength and reasonabieness 
in thinking, and the power to rise up 
and renew their lives when over- 
thrown. 

“Moralists and religious teachers are 
forevet striving to give their heaters 
correct theories of living. Good! But 
men and women. never go far, or 
deeply, into their individual experiences 
without finding out. most clearly and 
definitely, that a perfect theory for the 
successful conduct of life under all 
cireumstances and conditions of life 
has never been formed. A theory for 
the conduct of life is much like a 
chart of the oceans of the world, which 
lavs down the cautlines of the conti- 
nents. the location of islands and of

AUL S. HEFFLEMAN of Pasa-

What He Would Do to Eradicate 
Evils—He Exhorts Storekeepers 
mot to Sell Marbles to Boys Who 
Play Keeps’’—Political Ru- 
mors—Mercury Down to 29 Deg. 


PASADENA, Dec. 11. — [Regular Corre- 
spondence.] Rev. J. W. Ingraham. of the 
West Side Christian Church had announced 
that he would preach this evening on “The 
Four Great Evils of Modern Times and How 
to Remove Them,”’ and invited the city of- 
ficials to bé present. Trustee Hoag was the 
only city official present, and Mr. Ingram 
had little to say about wickedness in Pasa- 
dena in particular, or the sins of the city 
fathers. The four great evils to which he 
called attention tonight were intemperance, 
gambling, the social evil, and poverty. These 
were represented by trees which his artist 
had drawn upon large sheets of paper, to 
enable the preacher the more effectively to 
point out that the taproot of each of these 
trees was ‘“‘the love of money.’’ Mr. Ingram’s 
sermon was unusual in some respects. . It 
was divided into sections, with a song by 
the choir between. He declared that if a 
saloon should be started in Pasadena he 
would head a party to raid it, and burst 

n the beer kegs and spill their contents. 
if necessary. A saloon could not be started 
here, he said, and licenses could not be 
granted unless the City Trustees should be 
bribed, and he did not believe that would 
be possible. 

“We have cut down the saloon tree here,” 
he said, “but sprouts have started from the 
stump in the form of kitchen beer shops, 
fllegally-run restaurants, the bar in the 
hotel, and so on.

ELECTRICAL SNOWSTORM. 

The storm that visited this section several 
days ago had peculiar accompaniments. At 
Julian and in all the adjacent mountain 
country the storm yielded snow and hail, ‘Ine 
snow was eighteen inches deep on the level, 
and drifted into piles five to ten feet high. 
The snowfall was accompanied by vivid 
lightning and trtemendous bursts of thunde:, 
that reverberated through the mountains and 
scared people half to death.

The lightning in 
some places ran horizontally, apparently 
across the top of the snow. In places there 
was a dry, crackling sound, as if the elec- 
tricity was passing through the flakes of 
snow.

This 
wind was full of electricity. Some of the 
aged people suffering from rheumatism were 
suddenly relieved of their pain, and wa:ked 
about like other people. Others were so af- 
fected by the superabundance of electricity 
that they became extremely nervous. 

It isclaimed by many people that they 
felt distinct shocks of earthquake during the 
storn}. There were at least shakings of the 
earth, caused either by earthquakes or t:r- 
rific detonations of thunder. The heavy 
black clouds hung so low that they touched 
the tops of the pine trees.

ST. JOHN'S CHURCH, 


A Handsome and Convenient Edifice.

SAN BERNARDINO, Dec. 11.—[ Regular 
Correspondence.] Opening services were held 
today in the new’ St. John’s Episcopal 
Church, corner of Fourth and F streets, 
large congregations being in attendance. 

The new edifice replaces the old one de- 
stroyed by fire December 19, 1897, and is one 
of the handsomest churches in the city. 
Its style is English perpendicular, and the 
roof, which reaches from east to west with- 
out a break, gives an impression of height 
and dignity to the interior not attainable 
in other forms, the church idea of details be- 
ing carefully maintained, so that the ritual 
receives proper support from the surround- 
ings. From the vestibule a corridor or 
cloister leads to the choir’s room, rector’s 
study and the room above for the use of the 
guild. Another door leads directly into the 
auditorium. The building is lighted by gas 
and electricity. and the heating arrange- 
ments are ample. 

The services were conducted today by the 
rector, Hev. J. D..H. Browne, and a 
surpliced choir of twenty-four voices, under 
the leadership of C, M. Mylrea, led the 
music. The consecration services will be 
held next Sunday, under the direction of 
Bishop Johnson, humber Of other 


clergymen wiil be present to assist in the 
elaborate ceremonials. 

The church has received many vatluab'e 
gifts from members of the congregation, and 
from societies of the parish, including a 
solid-silver communion service; an eagle 
lectern, beautifully carved in oak; offertory 
plates, hangings for the pulpit and lectern, 
and many vestments and stoles; gifts of 
parishioners and friends in the East.

ABOLITION OF VICK. 


DETROIT PEOPLE WANT A POLICE 
COMMISSIONER'S SCALP. 


Mass Meeting of Citizens Impeach 
the Offender on the Score of In- 
cnpacity—He Was on the Bonds 
of Fifteen Liquor-dealers, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 
. DETROIT, Dec. N.—The resignation 
of Police Commissioner Ralph Phelps, 
Jr... was demanded today at.a mass 
meeting of representative citizens held 
in one of the leading churches. This ac- 
tion is the direct result of recent agi- 
tation toward the enforcement of law. 
and abolishing of vice by the Good 
Government League of Detroit, and 
others. Phelps is charged, among other 
things, with being on _ fifteen liquor 
bonds prior to his appointment as com- 
missioner, when the law expressly pro- 
vides that no one shall sign more than 
two; also with not being released from 
the bonds after his appointment: with 
absenting himself from this city for 
almost a year while Police Commis- 
sioner, after having accepted the re- 
sponsibilities of office, and with not 
being in full sympathy with the en- 
forcement of laws. The speaker, Rev. 
Walter Huchson, then continued: 

“We impeach Mr. Phelps before the 
tribunal of the citv of Detroit for his 
incapacity, and demand that. Mayor 
Maybury shail, on our behalf demand 
his resignation. The honor of the wwcity 
demands his retirement. and it can 
best come about through his resigna- 
tion. A large number of people have 


lost confidence in him. We want no 
man in office who fails to ap- 
preciate trust and responsibility, 


and we charge this man with incompe- 
tency. We can Have little hone for the 
sincere enforcement of law until there 
is a change,” 

The Good Government League sprang 
into existence at the last election and 
took a prominent part in it. A few 
weeks ago several local divines com- 
menced a crusade against so-called 
“stall saloons,” and have been since 
waging relentless war upon them, anc 
other forms of vice as well. 

This mass meeting of today, which 
embraced in the audience a number of 
the city’s prominent business men and 
politicians, partook of the nature of a 
combination of the forces of the Good 
Government League and all the others 
who are active in the present move- 
ment for the enforcement of laws and 
prevention of vice. The members of the 
league' say that today’s action is 
merely a starter, and that unless a 
change is made in the policy of other 
city officers,. more changes and de- 
mands of resignation will follow. |

LOS ANGELES’S FUTURE. 


BRILLIANT OUTLOOK AHEAD FOR 
THE ANGEL CITY, 


The Improvement of San Pedro Har- 
bor Will Divert the Commerce 
of the World from the Red Sen. 
Population Possibilities That 
Will Puzzle Pessimists, 


Following is the concluding portion 
of a paper by S. M. Parsons, Esq., on 
San Pedro Harbor, the port of Los An- 
geles city, addressed to the Walker 
Harbor Board, and filed with them 
While in session in this city in Decem- 
ber, 1896. 

In discussing this question of a site 
for the deep-sea harbor of commerce 
and refuge authorized by Congress, I 
have not confined myself to the present, 
nor, as you have noticed, lost sight of 
the future. We all build for the future, 
and the building we erect is the gage of 
our Wisdom and sagacity. ’You are 
building for many generations yet to 
come, and in your great work it will 
net do to overlook the future of Los 
Angeles, and Southern California.. 

In 1890 the United States census gave 
Angeles a population of. 50,395. 
Now, (1896-7,) 100,000 are conceded to 
her, doubling in six to seven years. 

‘In 1907, ten years afterward, we may 
contidently look for 200,000, doubling 
again in that decade. In 1922, fifteen 
years later, and twenty-five years from 
now, we may reasonably count upon a 
population of 450,000. In 1947, 
five years further on, and fifty years 
hence, when the small boy of today is 
in his prime, Los Angeles will doubt- 
less have a enillion souls; and Southern 
Califo.nia, including that city, two and 
a half or three millions. 

All the indications point that way. 
We are levying tribute upon the popu- 
lations of Europe and America, includ- 
ing our own, and drawing to us, not 
only great numbers of their people to 
become our citizens, but the elite of 
civilization are coming along with 
them, bringing to our fortunate land 
their wealth, and enterprise, and cul- 
ture; all seeking in this delightful cli- 
mate, away from blizzards, and snow 


comfort and health, and future’ en- 
joyment and happiness, with pleasant, 
congenial occupation among our flow- 
ers, and orange and lemon groves, and 
Olive trees, and the many other in- 
viting attractions of this God-blessed 
country. 

The change from freezing storms 
and cold to perpetual sunshine and 
warmth, and genial skies, is too cap- 
tivating, and cannot be resisted. They 
have been coming: they are coming, 
and will come, in ever-increasing num-

bers, as the fascinating story of “Our 
Italy” is told them; and Los Angeles 
moves on to its future million: and as 
if our citrus and deciduous fruits and 
the many semi-trepical products of our 
soil. were not attractive enough, the 
rock oil, and the gold, and the other 
minerals of South California, have 
come to make them more so, and swell 
the onward march, to which the new 
harbor and its new commerce will add 
swiftness and volume. 

Our city’s rapid growth is assured, 
and’'can hardly be less so, than Brook- 
Iyn’s in New York, which. in 1900, will 
have reached over a million, from 
100,000 in 1850, fifty years before. 

Los Angeles, now starting off (1896-7) 
with the same number (100,090.) will 
be likely. to equal, if not outstrip, her 
eastern competitor, and make her mil- 
lion in the same or less time. Her ele- 
ments. of growth are as great, if not 
greater. 

This board is passing upon no trivial 
matter, and is acting for no mean 
clientage, 

It is the birth of an empire, upen 
which you are attending. There should 
be no miscarriage. 

The situation and other natural ad- 
vantages of Los Angeles point it out 
as destined to be no small city—never 
troubled with the fierce blizzard, and 
storms of snow and hail and bitter cold 
of the higher latitudes, nor with the 
deadly heat and hurricanes, cyclones 
and tidal waves of the lower—its winds 
scarcely ever rising to a gale, and its 
daily work seldom interrupted over five 
days in the year—occupying a plain, 
lying midway between the mountain 
ranges of the north, and the high re- 
gions of the south, and extending on 
even grade from the tide waters of the 
Pacific to the tide waters of the 
Atlantic, provided with a magnificent 
(harbor, sufficient, when completed, for 
'a commerce unlimited—a grand receiv- 
ing and distributing point on the Pa- 
cific, linked by 1700 miles of leve! rail 
with Galveston, a like receiving and 
distributing point on the Atlantic, 
now fast rising into a first-class port 
of commerce—mail steamship lines, as- 
sisted by lhberal United States mail 
contracts, after the manner of compet- 
ing nations, eonnecting our port with 
all the important ports of the Pacific 
and the great East, 4nd sending their 
swift messengers of trade and com- 
merce, to and fro, in every direction, 
over this mighty ocean of the western 
World, and the outlying seas beyond. 

Three transcontinental lines are now 
running between Los Angeles and our 
Atlantic seaboard, with a fourth one 
‘Sure in the near future, and more to 
follow; and the many other railroads 
‘pushing on the north and south and 
/east and west, in every direction, all 
'centering in our city, and making far 
near tributary to it, 
| Los Angeles, with these advantages, 
cannot fail to become one of the great 
commercial centers of the country. 

The coinmerce of China, India, Japan, 
Australia, Russia, the islands of the 
Pacific, and of the whole Orient, to- 
gether with that of the west coast of 
America, North and South, will enter 
our harbor, and there meet the trade 
and commerce coming by the “southern 
passage’’ across the tropics, from Eu- 
rope and the nations of the Mediter- 
ranean, and from the countries of the 
North and South Atlantic, to Galves- 
tan and the Pacific: and this 1700 miles 
of railway between Los Angeles and 
Galveston—unimpeded by mountain or 
Valley—the shortest, the cheapest, the 
most direct and quickest route between 
the Atlantic and the Padaific—will be- 
come the highway of the nations, be- 
tween the great East and the great 
West, for both freight and passengers. 

The traveling public from all quar- 
ters, especially from Burope, and the 
Mediterranean and nations adjacent, 
Will prefer, on their long journey to the 
Orient, the bracing trade winds—grate- 
ful, refreshing, unfailine—and the ton- 
ic-charged air of our North Atlantic 
tropics, and the pleasant weather al- 
Ways prevalent; and the marvelous 
brilliancy and beauty of the morning 
and evening skies of that ocean pas- 
sage—a perpetual wonder and delight— 
and the two days’ easy transit,-in pa- 
Jatial cars, across our continent from 
“Galveston to Los Angeles: and the 
restful voyage over the quiet Pacific,

and the quicker dispatch to their des- 
tination—they will prefer this safe and 
speedy and enjoyable route to the tor- 
rid heat and scorching winds, and no 
less scorching calms, the fatal fevers 
and plagues and perilous delays of the 
Red Sea passage, with its’ terrible 
storms and tempests and hurricanes 
and cyclones; and thus, Los Angeles 
becomes the natural gateway for all 
this immense traffic; and its growth no 
man may limit. 

These large results are not fancies. 
but the logic of events, to be witnessed 
by many now living; in which you are 
the controlling factors. 


Socialism ws. Reform. 

“Socialism versus Reform” was dis- 
cussed at the meeting of the Socialist 
Labor party last evening. F. N. Tut- 
tle declared that the Socialitic party
